Although I would like to be of service, the 
functions and responsibilities of the FBI as a Federal 
investigative agency do not extend to furnishing evaluations 
or drawing conclusions as to the character or integrity of 
any organization, publication,, or individual. I regret that 
I am unable to help you, and I hope you will not infer in this 
connection either that we do or that we do not have data in 
our files relating to the subject of your inquiry. 

I dp feel strongly that citizens can be of aid. 
to their country in combating, communism if they alert them- 
selves to. its exact nature and prevalence in our society today. 
I am enclosing publications which offer my suggestions as to 
how we ail can take effective action in this regard. I am 
unable to further advise you along the lines you mentioned.

Inasmuch as 99.9999 percent of us are anti-Communist, they obviously 
have something to sell. But the conscientious citizens ask, "Is this the 
best way to fight communism? What is the John Birch Society?" 

Since I am asked this often, because I wrote two columns about it 
last July, I will tell what I know about the society* 

GROUP POUNDED IN INDIANAPOLIS 

It was founded in Indianapolis in 1958 by a group of businessmen led 
by Robert Welch, a former candy manufacturer of Boston. 

Welch, by his own words, is the absolute boss of the society, which 
was named- after a U.S # Army Captain murdered by Chinese Reds. 

^his organization must be run by a "hard-boiled, dictatorial and 
dynamic boss," says Welch, and he is it. ^ 

; Welch has written a privately printed book called "The Politican." 
It was circulated only among the top>* trusted leaders of the John Birch 
Society. 

It is impossible for an ordinary member to see a copy of the book, 
or even get acknowledgment that it exists. I have read it, and will vouch 
that it exists. 

In the book, Welch calls Dwight D. Eisenhower a traitor and a Communist 

He says that John Poster Dulles and his brother, Allen, head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, and Chief Justice Earl Warren and former def- 
ense secretary Neil McElroy and most of the leaders of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, are or were. , part of a Communist conspiracy :to *take^- ewer this 
nation. 

SOME EXCERPTS PROM THE BOOK 

This is from Welches book: "While I too think that Milton Eisenhower 
is a Communist, and has been for 30 years, this opinion is based largely 
on general circumstances of his conduct." 




"But ray firm belief that Dwight Eisenhower is a ded±xrsrbed*>^cons 
agent of the Communist conspiracy is based on an accumulation of detailed 
evidence so extensive and so palpable that it seems to put this conviction 
beyond any reasonable doubt." 

He says of Mr. Eisenhower: ". . .there is only one possible word to 
describe his purpose and actions. That word is treason." 

We reprint these words* only because they are totaly idiotic and be- 
cause people who are asked to follow Welch are not aware of what 5 really is 
in his mind.

On the morning of February 24, 1961, above-named 
individual called the Bureau from Louisville, Kentucky* and was referred' 
to SA Thomas F. Mitchell of the Crime Research Section. Mr. Palmer - Ball 
identified himself as Vice-President of the Palmer Asbestos and Rubber 
Corporation^ Louisville and a volunteer coordinator in the Louisville area 
for the Jjo hn Birch Society. 

Mr. Palmer - Ball advised that recently the Louisville 
Courier -Journal ran an article "smearing!* toe society. He said that last 
Sunday the newspaper, over its radio station in Louisville, WHAS, continued 
what appears to be a definite attack on the society by presenting a radio 
program entitled, "Moral Side of the News. " Guests on this program were 
four ministers of the Louisville area who attacked the society stating that it 
was a fascist organization and could be compared with the Hitler movement. 

Mr. Palmer - Ball further stated that he feels the society itself 
could withstand such a smear attack, but he is anxious to. launch a counter 
offense on behalf of the society in order to protect the individuals working for 
the society in Louisville. In connection with his counterattack, Mr. Palmer: - 
Ball seated he planned on usingthe facilities of the weekly newspaper, "Voice 
of Saint Matthews, " published in.Saint Matthews, Kentucky, with a circulation 
of about 6, 000.

There 1b no record in Bureau files identifiable with this 
individual. The John Birch Society has been the subject of numerous 
inquiries received at the Bureau. Founded by Mr. Robert Welch, of 
Belmont, Mass., it i3 allegedly an anti-communist organization, but Welch 
has stated that it might take on the appearance of the "front" in order to 
attract true subversives. Welch has been openly critical of former President 
Eisenhower, and in his book, "The Politician" in a vicious attack on Eisenhower , 
M accused the President of being a dupe of the communists. 

Mr. Palmer - Ball, was advised that the FBI is an investigative 
agency of the Federal Government and does not make evaluations or draw 
conclusions as to the character or integrity of any organization, publication, 
or individual. The Director, therefore, would be unable to help but that no 
inference should be drawn from this fact either that we do or do hot nave data 
in our files regarding this society. 

Domestic Intelligence Division advised that early in February 
on the Director's instructions a, limited inquiry was initiated into the John 
Birch Society. Boston has been instructed to obtain from established sources 
information concerning the corporation, its officials, and sources of income. 

With regard to the Louisville Courier -Journal our relations, 
with thte paper have been very spotty isith be ith favorable- and unfavorable 
editorials. In December, 1958, they were extremely critical of the Director's 
response to unfavorable criticism: At thai time they ran a scandalous cartoon, 
v/ith the caption, "Thou shalt not criticize the FBI. "
